Have, for the benefit of fuch as defire to learn onthe Violiz, and may Jiye’ in the Country, 
far from any profefled Teachers, fet down thefe brief Inftructions. 
Firft, It is ufual for the Practitioners tolearn on the Treble-Yiolin by Ear; ( but few there are 
. that do fo, that ever, attain to true Stopping in Tune at firft:. Therefore, for amore true and 
peedy way of learning to ftop all Notes in Tune, I have here fet down aRule by Letters on four 
Lines afligned to the four feveral Strings, by Frets and Stops on the Neck of the Vicliz, whichis a 
way I have known ufed by the beft Teachers in and about Lozdon, asa moft fure and eafie way for the 
firft entring their Scholars; and after, to cut them off when they became perfect in the knowledge of 
allthe feveral Notes, and their true {topping in Tune. Nore, That from thefirft Fret to the fecond, 
is a Semitone or Half-Note; :but from the firft tothe third, isa whale Tone or perfect Note; and fo 
isthethird tothe fifth.  - dV ue

Thus in the following Example,which isa Tune,as the Letters are varioufly placed on the four Lines, 
fome upon one Line,and{omeupon another ; fo they are to be ftopt on the feveral Strings,according to

their places when fingle: It begins with three +-’s alone on the fecond Fret of the Treble or higheft 
String, and is to be ftopt with the fecond Finger, and ftruck with the Bow three times ; the fourth 
Letter is .., which is the String ftruck open; the fifth is © again, as before; the fixthis £ uponthe 
fecond String, ftopt on the fifth Fret,and fo forward. The fame Tune being placed under it in Notes, 
according to the Gam-ut.

Next, for the Tuning your Viol, there be two ways; firft, by Fifths, which is moft ufual, and is 

Tuned , the Strings open ; fecond by Eighths, which is, by ftopping the fifth Fret , which is 

F, viz. Firft, to wind up the Treble as high as it will bear without breaking, found it with your ~ 

Bow to the fecond, and yon will hear it an Eighth to the Treble ; which done, ftop your fecond in 

like manner in 4., and tune your Third to that; and laft, ftop your Third in £, and tune your 

Fourth to that: When thus tuned, if you ftrike your Treble and Second together without. ftopping, 

you will find ita Fifth, and fo the reft to be Fifthsto each other, By this Rule, your four Strings will 
bein Tune, and you may proceed to play thofe Tunes foregoing. tig PN

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As for diftinguifhing the Flats and Sharps, which exprefs Semitones or half Sourtds, the following 
Table doth direé& : {, is marked for Flat, and makes the Note half a Tone or Sound lower, or (as we 
fay) flatter ; and the Sharp is marked thus {, which is half a Tone or Sound higher, as you will find in 
the ufe by Frets or Stops ; for the diftance of two Frets is a whole Note, and from one Fret to the 
other is but an half Note. 


An Example by Letters or Notes,Afcending from the loweft Note of the fourth String,tothe higheft 
on the Treble, wherein the uftal Half-Notes (Flats and Sharps) are expreffed. sts

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By obferving of thisRule, you may prick any Tune out of Notes into Letters, or out of Letters 
into Notes. 


_Laftly, it will be neceflary to know the Names and Meafure of every Note, as to their due pro- 
portion of keeping the true Time of A4/ick.; for which, this following Example will direct you. 


eA Table of the Notes and their Names, with the Charaiters for Refts or Panfes, as they are ufually marked. 
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_ In Mufick have been in ufe four or morePropottions of Time, but at prefent two is only ufual, 
viz. Firlt, the Common or Semibreve Time; fecond, the Tripla Time: The Common Time is multiplied 
from the Semibreve or whole Meafure by Two's, whofe Mark or Signature is thus ¢. 

The Tripla Time is moft ufed for Galliards, Corants, Sarabands, and Figgs, whofe Meafure is by three 


Minis, or by three Crorchets, and the Signature is thus Z 


Common 9 Time.  —— Tripla Time by 3 Minims. Txipla Time by 3 Crotchets. 
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Thefe feveral Notes have ufually a Prick adjoyned to them, 
which augments that Note to which it is fet tobe half fo much more 
in proportion: For Example; if a Prick be joyned to a Minim, 

“then that A4inim which was but two Crotchets, is by that made three, 
for prolongation of the found, and fo the like with other Notes of greater or lefler Meafure. 

Note, That when thefe Zyes ~ are put over two or three Quavers or Semiquavers, it fignifies, That 
thofe Notes fo tyed are tobe flurr’d, or to be played with once drawing the Bow ; and fometimes a 

- Tye over two Minims or Crotchets both on the fame Line or Space, is to joyn the fame to make the Time 
perfect. This mark 4 isa Direét put at the end of the Line, to direct the firft Note onthe next. 

To conclude; If thefe few and neceflary Rules are well obferved and put in practice, I doubt not 
but Ingenious Practitioners will reap benefitby them. Which is the hearty defire and with of
